No trial for Romulus man 
in fire-solicitation case 


A 25-year-old Romulus man 
pleaded no contest to a 
misdemeanor charge of being a 
“disorderly person" after he was 
brought to Wayne County Circuit 
Court Monday to stand trial on 
felony charges of attempting to 
solicit another to bum a city election 
candidate’s campaign trailer just 
prior to the November 1976, election 
in Romulus. 

Michael Dul originally had been 
brought to court by detectives of the 
Wayne County Sheriffs Road Patrol 
on a charge based on an obscure law 
passed shortly after the 1967 Detroit 
riots which makes it a felony for a 
person to solicit another to commit a 
crime. 

According to officers of the 
sheriff’s road patrol, Dul allegedly 
had “dared” friends to burn 
mayoral candidate James C. 
Stewart’s campaign trailer only 
days prior to the trailer actually 
being torched in a clear-cut case of 
arson on Halloween morning 1975. 

The trailer torching had been 
termed a “political dirty trick” by 
supporters of Stewart, and 
the Stewart campaign version story 
of the burning was broadcast on 
television just prior to Stewart’s 14- 
vote victory in November. 

According to a friend of Dul, the 
man was accused of the charges 
after it was discovered he had 
engaged in a session of exchanging 
“dares" with friends at a gathering 
in a Romulus home. 

“The man was not serious, but 
was joking around like friends do at 


a gathering," said Robert Plank, a 
friend of Dul’s. “Then he almost was 
tried on a law that the prosecutor 
didn’t even know was on the books. ” 

Officers of the sheriffs road patrol 
declined to say Dul was tied in with 
the actual burning of the trailer, and 
admitted their case was “pretty 
flimsy" when it went to court. 

“All the parties involved agreed to 
the misdemeanor charge because 
the witnesses were vague on their 
recollection of the incident and the 
evidence was weak," said an in- 
vestigating officer. “It was difficult 
to establish that he had any guilt 
under the felony charge despite the 
fact the trailer burned after he 
allegedly had asked others to do it." 

However, the development is the 
first since the Halloween torching 
which apparently aroused enough 
public sentiment against former 
Mayor Terry L. Troutt to nail down 
Stewart’s 14-vote victory. 

Since the November campaign, 
court tests of the election by Troutt 
and his attorneys have reduced the 
margin of victory to five votes. 

Plank said Dul was in no way 
associated with the Troutt cam- 
paign. Plank is a former dty em- 
ployee and was a member of the 
Troutt campaign effort. 

After the burning, Troutt cam- 
paign officials offered a reward for 
information leading to the arrest of 
the person or persons involved in the 
burning and also offered Stewart the 
use of Troutt's main campaign 
headquarters near Five-Points in 
Romulus

Road construction 
to cause detours 


Freeway construction in the Van 
Buren-Romulus area is expected to 
force drivers to alter their driving 
habits during the next few months. 

Major projects which are con- 
tinuing are the 1-275 and 1-94 freeway 
systems serving the area. 

Construction of 1-275 in Romulus 
and Van Buren Township is ex- 
pected to cause detours and closings 
of roads to accommodate work 
schedules designed to pave at least a 
three-mile road portion of the 
freeway this year 

The roadbed between the 1-94 
freeway in Romulus and the Penn- 
Central Railroad overpass in Canton 
Township is expected to be hard 
surfaced this year, but may not be 
opened to traffic. 

In conjunction with the 1-275 
project, overpasses on Hannan. 
Ecorse, Tyler, Eureka and Penn- 
sylvania roads will be under con- 
struction. 

Interchanges also will be under 
construction at Eureka and Ecorte 
roads 

Although the construction along 
the 1-275 route is expected to be a 
detriment to area drivers, some 
developments along the route of the 
1-94 modernization are expected to 


improve driving conditions 

Though users of the freeway will 
not be affected by the construction, 
in Van Buren Township; residents 
will notice new developments along 
the service drives, including the 
opening of a temporary westbound 
south service drive between Denton 
and Rawsonville roads along the 1-94 
freeway 

The drive had been closed to 
traffic since the end of the summer 
due to construction of a drainage 
route under the freeway which 
required excavation. 

A temporary route is expected to 
be opened within the next few days. 

Users of the south service drive 
route between Belleville and 
Haggerty roads will be affected by 
construction of a new roadway to 
complete the transportation plans 
for that area of Van Buren Town- 
ship 

Traffic may be detoured to other 
routes to accommodate con- 
struction 

On the north side of the freeway 
between Belleville and Rawsonville 
roads, work crews wfll continue 
their progress toward construction 
of a rest area at the midway point 
between the two interchanges 


Work on the rest area is not ex- 
pected to affect traffic along either 
the freeway or service drive. 

Work should be completed on the 
Washtenaw County side of the 
Rawsonville road overpass for th* 
Ford Freeway, opening four lane&tf f 
roadway to traffic. 

Construction along the 1-94 rqfcrte is 
expected to complete that project 
this year. / 

Township residents can^xpect to 
receive a “bonus” froq/ the con- 
struction, since it Will require 
tearing up the old freeway route 
between Rawsonville and Belleville 
roads for the construction of a new 
service drive. 

Cement taken from the roadbed 
will be used to fortify causeways 
carrying both Belleville and Denton 
roack over the Belleville Lake in 
Van Buren Township 
The causeways will improve the 
roadbed for the two road courses to 
allow their widening in the future

Judiciary ignoring 
evidence in rulings 


"A judge/' wrote the late 
Supreme Court Justice Felix 
Frankfurter, "should make 
some forecast of the con- 
sequences of his action. To 
pierce the curtain of the 
future." 

Two recent decisions by 
the Federal judiciary 
illustrate how far removed 
they are from Frankfurter's 
view that a judge should 
have some regard for the 
consequences of his 
decisions. The two recent 
decisions also illustrate how 
the fundamental foundation 
of law — evidence — has 
ceased to be the basis for 
rendering judicial decisions. 

On Wednesday, March 25, 
the U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
5 to 3 that black victims of 
job discrimination should be 
granted special seniority 
even if it gives them an 
advantage over previously 
hired workers should a lay- 
off occur. Thus, the high 
court has sanctioned the 
dangerous and explosive 
doctrine of "reverse 
discrimination." 

The decision is likely to 
have as far reaching an 
impact on the social fabric of 
our society as the 1954 
Supreme Court school 
desegregation decision that 
has kept our society in tur- 
moil for over a quarter of a 
century. 

In effect, the court has 
ruled that race is the basis 
for preferential treatment in 
employment because of- past 
discrimination. Yet the 
evidence presented to sup- 
port the charge of 
discrimination by employers 
is highly suspect. 

It is almost impossible to 
prove discrimination since 
each case involves lack of 
aptitude, professional 
qualifications, and other 
factors. But the high court 
never challenged the alleged 
evidence presented to prove 
"a pattern of employment 
discrimination." 

The second case involved 
the U.S. Court of Appeals 
ruling five days before the 
Supreme Court decision, 
upholding what can only, 
again, be termed "racism in 
reverse." By a 5-to-4 
decision, the U.S. Court of 
Appeals ruled that the En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) can order 
reductions of lead in gasoline 
although the hazard to public 
health has not been proven. 

The court argued that 
EPA, as created by 


Congress, was not a body 
that should wait until the 
alleged damage to human 
health had occurred before 
acting. Thus, the EPA is 
empowered to enforce 
regulations on, or outright 
ban, lead In gasoline, and 
asbestos fibers, vinyl 
chloride, and pesticides such 
as DDT, aldrin, and dieldrin. 

In each of these cases, 
evidence against the sub- 
stance — as a danger to 
human health — has been 
less than conclusive and open 
to argument for an against. 
In fact, in some cases, the 
E PA findings have been open 
to political pressure by en- 
vironmental activists and 
even outright doctoring of 
scientific evidence. 

Such may have been the 
case involving the EPA air 
quality study published in 
1974, which found that sulfer- 
bearing fuels were a hazard 
to human health. It has now 
been discovered that the 
head of that study. Dr. John 
F. Finkles, who is no longer 
with EPA, may have 
deliberately altered, doc- 
tored, or distorted the data to 
prove EPA's case! 
Congressman Barry Gold- 
water Jr. (D-Calif), took the 
House floor on March 17 and 
demanded of EPA, the 
Comptroller General of the 
United States, and the Office 
of Budget Management a 
full-scale probe of this 
potential scandal. In a series 
of letters to all three agen- 
cies and to the chairman of 
the House Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce, Goldwater 
raised a critical issue. "The 
executive, legislative and 
judicial branches have relied 
rather heavily," he wrote, 
"and in good faith on the 
conclusions and recom- 
mendations of the sulfur 
oxide portions of the (EPA) 
report." 

Thus, the ominious facts 
and circumstances are as 
follows: The Judiciary is 
making landmark legal 
decisions without regard to 
hard, concrete rules of 
evidence, some of which has 
been either falsified or 
distorted to conform to the 
bias of political activists. In 
either case, the junking of 
evidence by the Federal 
judiciary is a form of 
political pollution that poses 
a moral health hazard to the 
entire system of this 
Republic's rule of law.

Handicapped hurt 
by thoughtless acts

If 1 ever catch you — I mean 
you able-bodied, healthy but 
inexplicably lazy folks — parking 
in a zone or parking space 
designated for the handicapped, 
I’m warning you now that you’re 
going to get the worst tongue- 
lashing I can muster. 

Every time I pull into the 
parking lot at Meijers Thrifty 
Acres in Canton Township or the 
newly built LaFlorentina’s 
Restaurant in Westland, I see the 
four parking spaces at the front 
of the parking area, clearly 
designated for the handicapped, 
filled with cars. 

I never seem to see the people 
who parked there, but being 
rather a pessimist about such 
things I’d be willing to bet that 
they are not handicapped. 

They are merely thoughtless. 

They don’t know that some 
people — people who can get 
around but who must use a cane, 
ora walker, or even a wheelchair 
— have reconciled themselves to 
a lifetime of staying at home 
because it’s a long, solitary walk 
from a distant parking spot to the 
entrance of a store 6r restaurant. 

There are a lot more han- 
dicapped persons around than 


mostof us think. Fora long time, 
Twas surprised to see a person in 
a wheelchair going into a store, 
restaurant or public building. 
That’s because in the past it has 
been made very difficult for them 
to do so. These persons are not, of 
course, the majority of shoppers, 
and neither are they the only 
people who fit intothe category of 
being handicapped. 

There are others who fall into 
the disabled category who are not 
as noticeable as wheelchair 
persons. Since I’ve become 
conscious of such things, I’ve 
noticed increasingly the persons 
who must use a cane, or the arm 
of a friend, of a “walker” made of 
aluminum, or a brace, to be sure 
of their steps. They are mobile, 
many can and do drive cars, and 
many would like to venture out by 
themselves. 

They are the victims of 
multiple sclerosis, polio, severe 
arthritis or rheumatism, 
muscular dystrophy, or other 
disabling diseases. They can and 
do get around, but perhaps tire 
easily, or walk slower. Some 
people are simply elderly, and in 


need of a bit of support. 

These people do not want to 
stay home just because it takes 
them a while to walk from one 
end of the store to the other. But 
that walk through the store would 
be a lot easier if they didn’t also 
have to walk from one end of the 
parking lot to the other. 

New state laws mandate that 
buildings be made accessible to 
the handicapped. This means 
that parking spaces close to the 
building be marked as reserved 
for the handicapped. Han- 
dicapped persons also are per- 
mitted special license plates that 
bear the universal symbol of the 
disabled — a wheelchair — and 
this is their ticket to those 
designated parking spots. 

Yet I know a handicapped 
person — who gets around ably, 
but often must use a cane — who 
is stuck at home too many times 
simply for the fear that when she 
arrives at the shopping center 
she will not get a parking space 
close to the store. The walk inside 
the store she can just manage, 
but add onto that the journey 
from the lot to the store and she 
stays home 


Able bodied persons must 
become aware of those others, 
those people who number more 
than you think. It is bad enough 
when a shopping center does not 
have spaces designated for the 
handicapped. But where there 
are such spots, there is a hope 
that these people can use the 
facilities that you and I take for 
granted 

When you pull into a parking 
space designated for the han- 
dicapped, you are the reason that 
the person I just mentioned had 
to stay home that day, or wait for 
a friend to driver her to the store 
and drop her off at the door. 

Now that the weather is nicer, 
perhaps you — you able-bodied 
persons — will respect the 
handicapped parking. But maybe 
even now you’ll be too 
thoughtless, or pretend you don’t 
see the sign. And you’ll comfort 
yourself with the rationale that 
“there aren’t going to be any 
handicapped persons who need 
this space. I never see a han- 
dicapped person in this store.” 

That’s because you’re scaring 
them away.

This question has been put to us 
before: Are we in the northwest 
comer in favor of rezoning the 
northeast corner if it will benefit us 
personally by hopefully lowering our 
taxes (at the expense in living 
conditions of those in the northeast 
comer). 

Federal government loan backing 
has been available to developers for 
some time for developing apartment 
complexes. Could it be possible our^ 
income tax dollars are being used to 
back this promotion? We should at 
least investigate this possibility. 

To our knowledge, the proposed 
development will necessitate a 
doubling of our law enforcement 
capability. The degenerate history 
of such apartment complexes in- 
dicates a steady regression over the 
years into units that no longer at- 
tract retirees and young single 
couples. The investor has had to rely 
on aid to dependent children and 
rent from two families per apart- 
ment unit to complete his 20-year 
plan. 

Van Buren Township and its 


natural resource (the lake) is 
presently a beautiful area to reside 
in.

It simply is not true that it is 
necessary that a majority of persons 
working in an industry must have 
residences near that industry.

Recent editorials have raised 
some questions about the Michigan 
Citizens Lobby’s petition drive to cut 
taxes for middle income families 
and retired taxpayers. Here are the 
answers to those questions 

First, the taxpayers of this state 
have a right to be angry. By a large 
majority, we voted in 1974 to 
eliminate the four percent sales tax 
on food and medicine The following 
year, the state govenment took back 
part of the tax cut we voted our- 
selves by raising the state income 
tax. The Lobby’s Fair Share Tax Cut 
Proposal would give back to all 
middle income and working families 
and retired taxpayers that full tax 
cut. We must show our represen- 
tatives in Lansing that the taxpayers 
of this state must have the final say 
in what taxes we pay 

Second, the fair share plan would 
cut the state income tax for every 
middle income and working family 
and retired taxpayer in Michigan In 
all, 85 percent of the state’s tax- 
payers would have their tax burdens 
reduced The following families 
would receive tax cuts: single 
people earning less than $24,500. 
two-person families earning less 
than $26,000 three-person families 
earning less than $27,500, four- 
person families earning less than 
$29,000, five-person families earning 
less than $30,500, and so on, 

Third, the Legislature would be 
prohibited from turning around and 
hitting middle-income taxpayers 
with another tax to make up the 


revenue lost through this tax cut. 
Under the fair share plan, the 
Legislature „ would be con- 
stitutionally required to replace all 
revenue lost by increasing the tax 
rate on upper-income families who 
can best afford it. 

Fourth, the purpose of the fair 
share tax cut plan is to end the 
“soak-the-middleclass” tax system 
in Michigan, not to “soak the rich”, 
We are only seeking to get the 
wealthy to pay their fair share, 
which will lighten the tax burden on 
the rest of us. 

Michigan's current tax system is 
horribly unfair and unjust. Many 
middle-income families are forced 
to pay as much as 50 percent more of 
their earnings in state and local 
taxes than many wealthy people. 
The fair share plan would eliminate 
this inequity by replacing our 
present income tax with a two-step 
tax — one higher rate for i*)per 
income families and a different 
lower rate for the rest of us. 

Since this middle-class tax cut 
requires changing the Michigan 
Constitution, it can only be brought 
about by a vote of the people. 
Currently the Citizens Lobby is 
circulating petitions to collect the 
325,000 signatures to put the fair 
share tax cut proposal on the ballot. 

It’s time we stopped complaining 
about our “soak-the-middle-class” 
tax system and did something about 
it And we need your help to do it

Symons bill would legalize

WASHINGTON — Six weeks ago 
Treasury Secretary WiDiam Simon, 
speaking in New York to an 
audience of public relations 
professionals, dropped a few 
paragraphs which have been 
causing secondary explosions since. 

Businessmen might take a dose, 
critical look at the foundations and 
colleges they support with corporate 
funds, he suggested. They should 
“find out if the subjects of that 
generosity are really assisting in the 
fight to maintain our freedoms or if 
they’re working to erode them ...

Within the academic community, 
the reaction was what one might 
expect of a basement full of junior 
high school girls who just learned 
their slumber party would be visited 
by the Hell’s Angels. 

His suggestion is a “throwback to 
the 1940’s, when superpatriots tried 
similarly to impose their own or- 
thodoxy on American education,” 
thundered The New York Times. 
“Mr. Simon’s mis&iided appeal 
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betrays a shocking lack of un- 
derstanding of academic freedom 
and its indispensable role in the 
safeguarding of society.” 

Poppycock. It was not the Simon 
suggestion that betrayed a 
“shocking lack of understanding of 
academic freedom,” but that 
editorial. Academic freedom in- 
volves the right of teachers to in- 
struct and scholars to inquire freely, 
in areas of their cwn expertise and 
competence. It does not entail any 
right to be subsidized by the 
business community. 

The treasury secretary did not 
recommend any academic purge of 
those professors reluctant to 
genuflect before the name of Exxon 
and Mobil Oil. He suggested simply 
that businessmen exercise 
discretion, judgment in making 


Dems seen as making 
most of Watergate

WASHINGTON — “We may have 
a difficult time in the presidential 
race as it is,” asserted Virginia 
Republican Sen. William Scott “The 
difficulty may be made more so by 
the fact that the Democrats will 
continue to raise the specter of 
Watergate.” 

The above statement was con- 
tained in a speech Senator Scott 
recently delivered before the state 
convention of Young Republicans. It 
was the first time that a leading 
Republican said in public what most 
party officials have been discussing 
in private: the use of Watergate as a 
political whip against President 
Ford. 

Senator Hubert Humphrey (D- 
Minn.) surfaced the issue in a subtle 
way in an April 7 Pittsburgh speech 
before a labor group when he at- 
tacked “the Nixon-Ford ad- 
ministration.” Tying Mr. Ford with 
the former President has the White 
House deeply worried but less 
because of its use by the Democrats. 
Rather, the administration is 
anguished over the powerful 
argument it provides the Reagan 
forces! 

In fact, we have learned ex- 
clusively from sources here close to 
the Reagan campaign that an 
“active and spirited discussion” is 
underway among key strategists of 
the former California governor 
whether to “go public” with a 
campaign that links Ford with 
Watergate, the pardon of Nixon and 
his defense when he was vice- 
president. Prior to the Dlinois 
primary, Reagan briefly raised the 
issue and the effect, politically, this 
might have on Republican fortunes 
in November, but, for reasons 
unknown, quickly dropped it. 

Now the Reagan forces are having 
second thoughts on the issue, 
arguing that the Democrats have 
stayed away from tying Ford to 
Nixon until after Ford secures the 
nomination so that it would not give 
the Reagan forces a powerful 
weapon to wrest the nomination 
away from the President. Sources on 
Capitol Hill, moreover, report that 
Reagan’s strongest supporter. Sen. 
Jessie Helms (R-N.C,), is helping 
the Reagan camp to prepare a 
strategy if and when Reagan decides 
to unleash a fresh assault on Ford 
prior to the May 1 Texas primary. 

The effect such a Reagan cam- 
paign would have on Ford could be 


shattering. Republicans who either 
favor Ford or remain uncommitted 
are being reminded of the shattering 
political impact Watergate had on 
the 1974 Congressional races and the 
extensive GOP losses sustained by 
the party. Advocates in the Reagan 
camp have reluctantly concluded 
that despite the lack of firm 
evidence that Mr. Ford was in any 
way associated with Watergate, the 
pardon by the President of Mr. 
Nixon will prevent him from 
escaping the political consequences 
at the polls in November. 

Scott in his speech pointed to the 
world premiere of “All the 
President’s Men,’’ a film based on 
the best-selling book by the 
Washington Post reporting team 
that broke the Watergate story, as 
evidence that the Democrats plan to 
use Watergate as a campaign issue. 
The star of the film, Robert Redford, 
is a liberal Democrat who is 
suspected of working closely with 
influential members of the 
Democratic National Committee to 
gain maximum political mileage out 
of the film. The sequel to “All the 
President’s Men” is the book, “The 
Final Days” that has had un- 
precedented pre-publication press 
coverage prior to the conventions 
this summer and is expected to be on 
the top of the bestseller list during 
the fall Presidential campaign. It is 
asserted by the authors Bob 
Woodward and Carl Bernstein that 
Democratic Senate Majority Whip 
Robert Byrd (D-W.Va.) has insisted 
the Democrats want Ford to be 
nominated in order to use the 
Watergate issue. Whereas if Reagan 
is the nominee, it would have almost 
no credibility as a campaign issue. 
Significantly a phone call by this 
columnist to the leading Democrat 
in the Senate Watergate in- 
vestigation, retired North Carolina 
Sen. Sam Ervin, found the normally 
talkative Ervin flatly refusing to say 
anything about the use of Watergate 
as a campaign issue by the 
Democrats. 

Scott contends that the use of 
Watergate against Ford as a 
political issue is unfair. Which is 
true. But neither the Humphrey 
Democrats nor Reagan Republicans 
are concerned with fairness, with 
the promise and allure of political 
power that produced Watergate in 
the first place si. jo*

Candidates no longer 
neglecting Michigan

LANSING — The benign neglect of 
Michigan by the presidential can- 
didates is over as the May 18 
presidential primary draws into the 
national spotlight. 

In 1972, the state was noteworthy 
because of the tremendous showing 
made here by Alabama Gov. George 
Wallace as he drew 52 percent of the 
total vote — his biggest margin ever 
up north. 

This year the Wallace drive seems 
to have lost much of its steam and 
the state could be a crucial turning 
point for the front running can- 
didates It is noteworthy, among 
other reasons, because it is the next 
primary in which all the big names 
clash on a statewide basis. 

The Pennsylvania primary now 
receiving more attention does not 
involve a statewide popularity vote, 
but instead is a contest at the state 
senatorial district level between 
candidates committed to one can- 
didate or another. Indiana also 
precedes Michigan, but Morris 
Udall is not entered there. 

The official kickoff here of the 
Democratic campaign was the 
annual Jefferson-Jackson Day 
Dinner held in Det roit which saw the 
appearance of all but Washington 
Sen Scoop Jackson The dear 


winner in terms of erwd reaction 
was Udall, who drew by far the 
warmest response from the 
Democratic faithful. 

It also saw the endorsement of 
Jackson by several labor leaders, 
including AFL-GO State President 
William Marshall, who demon- 
strated with a slip of the tongue that 
his loyalties still lie with Hubert 
Humphrey 

The United Auto Workers, by far 
the most potent single force in the 
Democratic Party when it is united, 
appears to be sitting the primary 
out. Insiders say that’s because 
there is a split at the very top of the 
union hierarchy, with President 
Leonard Woodcock supporting 
former Georgia Gov Jimmy Carter 
and Doug Fraser, the chief political 
operative, supporting Udall. 

Detroit Mayor Coleman Young 
has come down on the side of Carter. 

Michigan is the last stop on the 
primary trailsin a major state 
before the “Super Tuesday” of 
primaries on June 8 when Califor- 
nia, Ohio and New' Jersey all hold 
simultaneous primaries to allocate 
more than 500 delegates Thus, the 
candidate who wins here will go into 
those states with some of that 
elusive commodity known as 
momentum, whatever that is worth.

LANSING — The ill-fated 
California trip of a group of Allen 
Park high school students could lead 
to the legalization of casino gam- 
bling in Michigan 

It would be legal to hold Las Vegas 
nights where casino gambling is 
permitted for charitable purposes, 
according to a bill introduced by 
State Rep. Joyce Symons, D-Allen 
Park. 

At the present time such fund 
raisers which are conducted by 
many community organizations are 
illegal under the state’s strict 
gambling laws. Local police 
departments are put in a position of 
having to either crack down on the 
charitable givings of well- 
intentioned community members or 
having totum their heads and let the 
law be violated. 

It started with the plans of a group 
of Allen Park High School students 
to take a class trip toCalifomia last 
year. 

To raise money for the trek west, 
the students and their parents 
planned to hold a Las Vegas night 
where the community would pur- 
chase play money which they would 
use to play the same games of 
chance that are played in the 
gambling spas around the world. 

Play money winnings would be 
used for redemption toward mer- 
chandise and some cash prizes. 

The Allen Park police chief turned 
thumbs down on the students’ plans 
and told them they could not violate 
the law. 

Feeling that Las Vegas type nights 
are a healthy and enjoyable way for 
raising money for community 
projects, the Allen Park police chief 
approached Mrs. Symons about 
changing the law to permit such 
affairs. 

Her bill would allow local groups 
to apply to the State Lottery Com- 
mission for a license to conduct a 
maximum of two “millionaire” or 
“Las Vegas” parties a year. It 
would limit prizes to a maximum of 
$500 per individual, with a $1,500 
maximum in total prizes. 

According to her bill which has 
been approved by the House 
Judiciary Committee and is 
awaiting final action by the full 
House, only play money could be 
used as the medium for gambling. 
Players would have to be at least 18 
years old. 

Mrs. Symons said, “This just 
legalizes what already is a per- 


mitted practice in many areas 
There are many VFW, Elks and 
other lodges which are using this as 


a means to raise money 
“People can give their money and 
have fun while doing it,” she said.

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Weather's harbinger of destruction 


Tornadoes: 


It’s often been described as 
sounding like a freight train, and in a 
matter of seconds it can tear down 
what has taken years to build. 

A tornado can hit swiftly and 
suddenly, leaving death, devastation 
and misery in its wake . It sometimes 
appears unannounced; other times 
it’s predictable. Either way, the 
results always are the same. 

Any victim of a tornado will tell 
you it isn’t a pleasant experience. 
You’re lucky if you survive. But 
knowing what to do when a tornado 
strikes literally can mean the dif- 
ference between life and death. 

The tornado season in the United 
States started last month and will 
run its course through the early fall. 
The midwest, south and southwest 
portion of the country are the areas 
usually hit hardest by twisters, so 
some knowledge of what to do can be 
* a life saver. 

Warnings about tornadoes fall into 
two categories and are issued by the 
National Weather Service. Caused 
when rising warm air meets with 
colder air in the atmosphere, tor- 
nado watches and warnings are 
issued, depending on the conditions. 


Watches, the most prevelant 
warning issued in Western Wayne 
County, are posted when a tornado 
may be expected to develop Its 
more serious counterpart — a tor- 
nado warning — means a tornado 
has been sighted. 

When the weather bureau issues 
the latter warning, persons in the 
areas affected should take cover 
immediately. Those persons living 
near that region should keep tabs on 
the weather and take cover if 
threatening conditions develop. 

The American Red Cross also has 
listed five precautions that should be 
taken in case of a tornado: 

(1) Seek shelter in a storm cellar, 
underground excavation or steel- 
framed or reinforced concrete 
building. 

(2) At the office, go to an interior 
hallway on the lowest floor, or to a 
designated shelter area. In the 
factory, workers should move to the 
section of the plant offering the most 
protection. . 

(3) At home the basement offers 
the greatest safety. Persons in 
homes without basements should

seek cover in the center part of the 
house on the lowest floor in a small 
space, such as a bathroom or closet, 
or under sturdy furniture Some 
windows should be left open on the 
side away from the expected tor/ 
nado. but persons should stay awdy 
from them. 

(4) In schools, students and 
personnel should go to an interior 


hallway on the lowest floor. They 
should stay out of auditoriums, 
gymnasiums or other structures 
with wide free-span roofs. 

If a building is not of reinforced 
construction, they should go quickly 
to a nearby reinforced structure or a 
ravine or open ditch and lay flat. 

(5) In open country, where there is 
no time to find suitable shelter, 


persons should lie face down in the 
nearest depression while using their 
arms to protect their heads. Don’t 
take shelter in an automobile. 

While the directions sometimes 
may sound confusing, the point to 
remember is this: Take cover im- 
mediately on the lowest floor. The 
wind speeds of a tornado increase 
with height, doing a maximum 
amount of damage on the top floor of 
a building. 

A research team from Lawrence 
Institute of Technology’s depart- 
ment of architecture have come up 
with several other points dealing 
with tornadoes, after visiting 
several areas within days after 
being hit by tornadoes. 

According to the report, long 
hallways that have glass at each end 
— similar to hallways in many 
schools — can be turned into wind 


tunnels filled with “high-powered” 
debris when a tornado strikes. Walls 
erected as barriers between the 
hallways and the entrances can cut 
down on the wind force con- 
siderably. 

Also brought out in the report was 
tfoit the south and west walls of 
holies and buildings receive the full 
brunt\of tornado’s force, with the 
exterioKwall coverings — bricks, 
siding, glass — being blown into the 
interior. The east and north walls 
can be blown out — much like a 
ballooning effect — when the wind- 
ward partitions are* penetrated 

The survey also showed that roofs 
with steep slopes are lees vulnerable 
to uplifting by the storm as opposed 
to fiat roofs, which c^n be blown 
sideways. Concrete rofefs have a 
better resistance to uplift because of 
their weight.
